Of the 32 animals in this study, only 8 were determined to have experienced more 
than momentary or slight pain or distress.

Mountain beaver (Aplodontia rufa), Townsend’s vole (Microtus townsendii), 
beaver (Castor canadensis), and nutria (Myocastor coypus). 

4. Explain procedure causing pain and/or distress: 

Treatment with the emetic agents copper sulfate (120 mg/kg, intragastric gavage), 
veratrine (5 mg/kg, s.c. injection), or apomorphine (5 mg/kg, s.c.) to promote 
emesis. 

State method 
or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test 
results (for Federally mandated testing, see item 6 below): 

The purpose of the study is to observe the emetic response of rodents. Delivery of 
an antiemetic agent or other analgesic would be in direct conflict with the stated 
purpose of the research study which is to determine short-term behavioral 
responses (vomit, retch, or gag) or anatomical features (diaphragm & upper GI 
tract) that will provide information for the production of nausea in pest mammal 
species.
